N ANNAN woman has recalled a 
strange encounter as she walked past 


NCE I wrote ihe piece about the near-rriiss 
jtween a Boeing 737 and a UFO near 
anchesier, i have learned that I saw two 
:'Os in friarcr 1993! At least, that is what a 
jwspaper preview ot the new and suppos- 
3ly auihpruaiive book Open SKi'es. C/oseo 
'ifios tens me. but I remain unconvinced. 

■ne ot the book's authors. Nick Pope, ran the 
ftictal UFO desk at MoD (or three years, 
ppareniiy. at around 1 am on March 31. 
993, there was a countrywide wave of sight- 
igs ot two pnght lights, with sometimes a 
•lirO fainter one. at the heaos of contrails, , 
The author oescribes these happenings as 
the one thing that convinced me that extra- 
errestriai spacecraft are regularly visiting 
Earth'. 1 . too, saw those lights from the tower 
jt bverpooi Airport. The last of the mail flights 
laO just departed when I noticefl two bright 
lights to the west. I dismissed them initially as 
the usual closely-spaced landing lights of a 
Boeing 757 going into Manchester, a com¬ 
mon sight ih this area. 

However, a check through the binoculars 
fevealeO that mere were two aircraft in close 
lormaiion. leaving contrails. As 1 recall, it was 
a moonlit night which made the trails show 
clearly, although the aircraft shapes could not 
be maoe out. A check on our direct telephone 
line to Manchester Area Control Centre drew 
a Plank. The TMA (West) Controller was a 
chap 1 have known for many years ano he 
told me there was nothing showing on nis 
raoar, not even a onmary Olip without 
transponoer information on height, etc. 

Oblingingiy, he trieo Manchester's alterna¬ 
tive radar heaos at Claxby in Uncomshire ano 
Clee Hill in Shropshire but was still unable to 
pick uo any traces. He suggested that they 


«ere ptobaOly using military transponder 
squawk codes which would not show up on 
his civilian radar. Me went on to say that there 
was no point in ringing London Military 
Control as they wouldn't tell him anything! 

These aircraft were following :he line ot 
Airway Upper Bravo Three heading south¬ 
west. It was difficult to estimate height or 
soeeo, but they were very fast, weil over 500 
knots, judging by how quickly they went out 
of sight at contrail height. 

1 still do not believe that they were UFOs. 
My guess was. and still is. that they were 
stealth aircraft, hence the lack of primary 
radar contact at Manchester. Unfortunately. i 
was unaware of the furore they caused so 
never added my views to the debate! It does 
seem odd mat MoO could not identify them, 
however, especially as they were Hying m 
controlled airspace. 

UFO sightings tend to be made by well- 
meaning people rather than oddballs but. 
having handled many queries to ATC over the 
years, l know that it is very difficult to con¬ 
vince them that what they saw was the planet 
Venus or aircraft lights just above the honzon 
on clear mgrns. Perhaps readers can tie up F- 
117 visits le the UK around that time or tell 
me if F-117S have a downward recognitior 
light?

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Bases hold UFO puzzle key 


A UFO investigator has 
claimed servicemen from two 
Shropshire air bases hold the 
key to a mystery sighting. 

Nick Pope, who works on the 
Ministry of Defence's top secret 
UFO desk, claims in a new book 
that servicemen al RAF Shaw- 
bury and RAF Cosford saw the 
mysterious craft in March 1993. 

In the book. Open Skies. 
Closed Minds, be says he waa 
sceptical ixbout the enistence of 
UFOs uniii the incident in 1993. 

I He says reports of sightings 


came from all over the country 
from witnesses, including 
policemen and military guards. 

Mr Pope said the most 
detailed information came from 
servicemen at the two Shrop¬ 
shire bases who saw an enor¬ 
mous craft firing beams of light 
at the countryside. 

No special prototype planes, 
foreign or British, were flying 
that night. Mr Pope said. 

But a Ministry of Defence 
spokesman today said they had 
no information that servicemen 


claimed to have seen any am 
craft. 

"When sightings of LTOs sn 
reported they are assesseo imv 
for any security risk they r.mix 
pose to the country.

A UFO investigator has 
claimed servicemen from 
two Shropshire air bases, 
including RAF Cosford. 
hold the key to a mystery 
sighting. 

Nick Pope, who works on the 
Ministry of Defence's top secret 
UFO desk, says in a new book 
that servicemen at Shawbury 
and Cosford saw the mystenous 
cral't in March 1993. 

In the book. Open Skies. 
Closed Minds, he says he was 
sceptical about the existence of 
UFOs until the incident. 

Reports of sightines came from 
all over the country from wit¬ 


nesses including policemen and 
miiitarv guards. 

The most detailed, however, 
was from servicemen at the two 
Shropshire bases who saw an 
enormous craft firing beams of 
light at Che countryside. 

No special prototype planes, 
foreign or British, were Hying 
that night, Mr Pope said. 

The Ministry of Defence, how¬ 
ever. said it had no information 
that servicemen claimed to have 
seen any alien craft. 

“When reportings of UFOs are 
reported they are assessed only 
for any security risk. None as yet 
has proved to be a security nsk 
50 our interest ends there. ' it 
added. 
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
